FOR  HIS  OWN  DEATH 

CoU-Blooded  DifenMloii  of  Murder  Proposals 
WHh  Hintelf  m  VIetim  Heard  hy  Wuilkj 
Brewer  While  Being  Held  fer  Ranaom 
Tlureato  of  Other  Abdaelloiis  Heard 
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HAMILTON,  Aug.  IS  (CP).— To  sit  for  several  hours. 
Wednead«y  night,  and  listen  to  a  cold-blooded  discua- 
sion  of  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  murder  him  and 
dispose  of  his  body,  was  the  harrowiaf  aiqparianca  of  John 
Labatt,  while  he  was  held  captive  by  Bdnappara,  according 
to  a  source  close  to  the  family. 

In  recounting  hla  experiences  with 
the  kidnappers,  Mr.  Labatt  Is  said 
to  have  Informed  his  family  that 
from  the  length  of  time  he  was 
driven  after  being  made  captive  and 
hia  eyes  taped,  he  suspected  he  had 
been  held  in  a  frame  shack  in 
northern  Ontario  or  the  Muskoka 
lefloa.

The  way,  then,  of  the 
survival  ef  the  fittest  does  not  re- 
move the  cause  of  fear;  it  aggra- 
vates It;  and  no  adjustment,  cur- 
tailment, or  supplement  of  arma- 
ments, defensive  or  otherwise,  can 
achieve  anything  in  the  way  of  a 
lasting  settlement  because  they  do 
not  attempt  to  remove  the  eause  of 
their  necessity,  and  because  if  na- 
ions  be  willing  to  disarm  today,  they 
may  as  readily  re-arm  tomorrow  un- 
less they  are  subject  to  higher  au- 
noncy  m  mn  nspeoci 

It  Is  rra.sonable  to  a.s.sume  the  ma- 
jority of  thlnliing  people  have  re- 
alised thai  the  tmHy  way  ta^aasigHeT 
fear,  the  fear  of  starvation,  to  by 
harvesting  the  fruits  of  the  earth 
In  an  Intelligent  manner,  and  that 
the  first  necessity  for  this  Is  "secur- 
ity."

Today  we  have  the  opportunity 
to  estaMlsh  an  International  Pcrilce 
Force,  and  this  seems  the  only  rea- 
sonable hope  before  us  at  present 
to  provide  ant  satisfactory  mea.sure 
of  security.  There  are  many  and 
real  dif flcultiae  tn  the  way.  but  they 
are  not  irusurmountable,  while  the 
alternative,  another  Irrational  rare 
in  armaments  with  its  inevitable 
result,  must  suielv  be  lufficlent  in- 
centive to  us  to  challenge  and  ow- 

ronie  ihoKf  dirficnltie<; 

GROUNDWORK  FOR  FORCE

"body  poUUc  "  in  the  League  of  Na-

That  is 
to  create  at  least  «one  reserve  and 
place  on  it — forcibly  if  necessary — 
every  consumptive  or  otherwise  con- 
tagiously or  infectiously  ailing  man, 
woman  and  child  under  rigid  su- 
pervision of  police  and  properly 
trained  medical  staff." 

Such  segregated  persons  would  be

Is  ;  m  <  Al- 
though the  home  of  a  descendant 
of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperors  and 
of  Burope's  moat  ancient  dynasty, 
lack  of  money  has  made  Steenock- 
erzeel a  modest  court  Througll  the 
gates  of  the  castle,  priests  of  all  na- 
tions come  and  go  and  paasersby 
can  clearly  hear  the  sacred  music 
that  issues  from  its  rooms. 

Religion  la  the  keyword  of  Zlta'v 
life  and  work.  Brought  up  in  great 
piety  in  her  fathert  house,  she 
thought  at  one  time  of  taking  re- 
ligious orders.  Every  year,  she 
spends  several  weelcs  in  a  cloistar's 
cell.  When  at  home,  the  dawn  and 
the  dusk  find  her  on  ber  knees  in 
the  castle's  chapel. 

Zita  believes  the  Hapsburg  family 
Is  in  duty  bound  by  Prorldenoe  to 
guide  the  destinies  of  the  nations 
of  the  Danube  Valley,  and  that  It 
would  be  a  botrayal  of  this  tru.st  t/i 
leave  those  nations  to  their  fate. 
In  Zlta's  eyes,  the  wMurlng  of  the 
crown  is  a  hard-  duty  and  not  a 
privilege.  The  former  Empress  also 
bollevps  thi.s  do.' tiny  ultima trly  will 
be  fulfilled,  even  without  man's 
helping  hand,  wbkih  exiialna  iMr

AUIIOKS  PtBLICITV 

The  Lady  of  the  Hapsburg  Court 

does  not  believe  In  publicity— which 
she  always  has  abhorred 
need  of  dramatizlnf?  tlir  \ii!iifs  and 
aooompUshmenta  of  the  House  of 
Austria.  She  believes  that,  edien 
the  time  l.s  ripe,  her  son  will  be 
taken  to  Vienna  in  the  midst  of 
grateful  millions. 

Contrary  to  popular  view.  Zita 
has  no  politloal  madhlne  to  help  her 
cause  to  victory,  and  she  Is  sur- 
rounded only  by  a  few  artstrocrats 
who  arc  as  far  from  life  as  she  Is. 
Her  diplomatic  connections,  there- 
fore, are  mostly  of  tha  immg  kind, 
which  l.<^  a  grave  danftt  for  the  SUC- 
cpss  of  her  cau.se. 

In  FYance.  she  Is  In  touch  with 
a  few  royalists,  who  have  no  Influ- 
ence whatever  on  the  political  life 

of  thr  third  republic.  In  Rome, 
I  .she  Is  in  touch  w  ith  high  Vatican 
and  Quii  iiiai  circles,  but  aha  haa  no 
access  to  Italy's  strong  man,  H 
Duee.    She  Mama  to  have  failed

Cinderella— one  of  the  score  of 
children  of  the  deposed  rMike  of 
Parnm  'nioro  were  too  ninny  poor 
princesses  and  too  few  well-to-do 
minces.  But  Zita  had  a  stroke  of 
unexpected  hick  when  she  found 
favor  in  the  eyee  of  the  Austrian 
helr-prr.suniptivr.

They  were  married  and  settled  down 
to  a  quiet  Ufe  of  many  ahlldren  and 
much  dooieaUc  tove,  when  the  series 
of  tragedies  oeeurred  that  .«ihook  the 
world 

Archduke  Franz  Ferdinand  was 
murdered  and  Charlea  became  the 
direct  hair  to  the  throne,  the  Great 
War  broke  out  and.  two  y«ara  later, 
Bniperur  Francis  Joaeph  died 
Charles  now  became  the  Bmperor  of  »ard  Bldg 
Austria  nnd  King  of  Hungary,  and

But  the  Haps- 
burg cause  obviously  Is  in  bad  hands 
and  foreign  complications  are  great, 
lliare  is  little  UkeUhood  thati  1- 
prepared  aa  the  Hapabuiga  are  to 
take  power,  and  tmorganlzed  as 
their  forces  are.  Otto  will  be  en- 
throned in  Vienna's  Imt)erial  Hol- 
burg  In  the  near  future.

Ona  of  the  greatest  training  fields 
for  character  Is  on  the  idaylnf  field. 
Here,  under  the  watchful  eya  Of  atf- 
thority,  the  children  gain  tl^at  sense 
of  discipline,  fair  play,  honor  and 
sportsmanship  which  will  stand 
them  In  good  stead  In  years  to 
come  The  .spirit  of  clean  competi- 
tion is  fostered  and  a  horror  of 
cheattnf  la  inculcated.  To  gain 
the  respect  of  his  playmatea  the 
child  must  do  his  best  In  every 
sport  taken  up  though  the  pro- 
ficiency attained  weighs  far  less 
than  the  milrlt  put  Into  the  game. 
A  good  kMer  Is  a  player  popular 
with  all  under  the  code  adhered  to 
In  every  private  school. 

Discipline  is  a  lesson  that  can 
only  be  mastered  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  child,  but  it  is  one 
that  must  be  learned  above  all 
others.  It  is  more  than  mere  obedi- 
ence to  an  order:  it  is  a  realisation 
achieved  that  rules  laid  domn  must 
be  adhered  to.  that  the  decency  and 
order  that  stand  for  civilization 
may  be  preserved.

Bach  requires  different  mea-s- 
ure  of  coercion  or  restraint  and 
thla  la  impoaalble  to  admlnliter 
when  children  are  handled  as  a 
mass.  In  class  or  In  play  the  dif- 
fering nature  of  each  child  must  be 
taken  into  account  and  wrong

The 
Times  (London)  says:  "This  def- 
inition of  oolors  cannot  fail  to  make 
the  matrhinff  of  materials  much 
simpler  and  .surer  than  It  was,  and 
therefore  to  increase  the  commerce 
In  British  goods.  To  study  the  dic- 
tionary and  the  280  little  bits  of  silk 
rlblxm  (each  half  smooth  and  half 
ribbed),  which  are.  so  to  speak,  the 
definitions  of  the  word.s.  l.<^,  to  bo  Im- 
pressed with  the  precision  and  the 
clearness  of  the  work;  but  it  is  by 
no  means  only  those  that  need  it 
In  their  business  who  will  find  In- 
terest in  It.  There  are  half-crowns 
to  be  won  in  plenty  by  anyone  who 
likes  a  safe  gamble  at  a  simple 
game.

borrowed  It  (and  that  was  nsarly 
■  oentury  ago):  how  ths  name 
Pompadour,  for  all  Its  eighteenth- 
crntiiry  airs.  Is  only  Very  late  Vic- 
torian, whlie  honnst  verdigris  Is 
fourteenth  century,  and  tartan 
sreen  and  Unsom  frsaa  ^ve 
in  uss  for  hundreds  of  years:

Would  you  punish  your  child  be- 
cause he  developed  a  rash?  Cer- 
tainly you  would  not  do  so,  because 
you  know  that  the  rash  is  due  to 
any  one  of  several  causes,  and  the 
child  ooold  be  held  In  no  way  re- 
sponsible for  Its  appearance. 

You  do  not  blame  your  child  If 
he  oontraeta  meeelos,  nor  do  you 

find  fault  with  him  if  he  Ls  the  vic- 
tim of  eczema.  You  realize  that  in 
such  cases  there  Is  a  change  in  the 
skin,  a  rash,  which  Is  a  sjrmptom  or 


Unless  parents  teaeh  their  child 
what  is  meant  by  ownership, 
through  allowing  the  child  pleas- 
urable associations  with  personal 
possessions  It  Is  not  to  be  expected 
that  he  wU!  later  poseess  this  so 
dally  desirable  attitude.  When  the 
child  1.S  young,  his  taTclng  of  things 
which  do  not  belong  to  him  may  bo 
considered  "cute,'  and  hf  la  en- 
couraged to  devi^ep  an  antl-aociai 
habit,  which,  as  be  gfowa  aider,  is 
called  stealing. 

In  order  to  give  the  child  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  tise  of  money  and 
to  teaeh  hhn  how  he  must  do  with- 
out now  so  as  to  .save  for  the  secur- 
ing of  pleasiu^  later  on,  it  Is  ad- 
visable for  him  to  have  an  allow- 
ance.

Pa.s.slng  the  turnpike  is  similar  to 
closing  behind  you  the  magic  door 
of  enchantment  for  the  signs  of 
city  life  drop  away,  and,  save  for 
the  excellent  surfaced  roada  which 
leads  through  the  wooded  Mbntry 
and  ficld.s,  there  is  no  hint  that  yoU 
are  not  miles  away  from  thS  pave- 
ments and  the  city  lights. 

NOTED  GOLF  COURSE 
Aciimlly  at  the  junction  of  the 
Sooke  Road  and  the  Island  High- 
way is  the  famous  Colwood  Oolf 
course,  known  up  and  down  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  as  one  of  the  finest  In 
existence.  To  the  left  the  massive 
stone  walls  of  Hatley  Park  insure 
the  privacy  of  the  t>un8muir  estate 
with  the  creeper -covered  lodge 
guarding  the  entrance  to  tlie  drive- 
way. Ooee  theae  are  left  behind 
you  are  la  tha  heart  of  rural 
scenery. 

Eight  miles  from  Victoria  the 
road  branches  again,  the  left  fork 
leading  to  Albert  Head.  Metohoatai 
and  William  Head,  while  the  mate 
road  continues  to  Sooke  Harbor 
Right  and  left  on  thLs  latter  road  is 
a  wealth  of  yellow  gorse  and 
broom,  which  hoMa  the  enUre  dis- 
tance of  a  long  flat.  A  mile  and  a 
half  further  on  the  road  crosses  the 
railway  at  Glen  Lake  and  from 
there  plunges  abruptly  into  the 
broken  rugged  country  vdiieh  is  the 
charm  of  the  Rooke  district. 

MANY  FINE  FARMS 
Winding  between  ststp  tree-oor- 
cred  Slopes,  with  green  moaigr  roeks, 
thrust  forth  from  the  shale  and 

soil,  the  highway  follows  the  twist- 
ing course  of  a  small  valley,  or 
ravine.  Here  and  there  the  traveler 
breftVs  from  a  strip  of  thick  woods 
to  find  a  trim  farm  wrested  from 
the  heart  of  the  forest  the  Irregular 
flelda  following  the  contour  of  the 
arable  land.  In  many  plaeea  the 
operations  of  loggers  have  denuded 
the  nearby  hills  ot  timber,  leaving 
a  tangle  of  broken  tree  tops  and 
debris  of  scarred  soil  to  be  gradu- 
ally eavsred  by  the  green  of  the 
quick-growing  alder  and  the  purple 
of  the  ubiquitous  fire  weed. 

Fifteen  miles  from  the  city  the 
branch  road  to  East  Sooke  leads  off, 
makteg  an  alternative  route  with 
the  other  drive  via  Metchosin  and 
Beecher  Briy  The  Sooke  Road  tops 
a  rise  at  this  point  to  emerge  with 
dramatic  auddenneaa  upon  tha 
shorea  of  Ooopar  Oove.

While  It  Is  now  admit t»il  that  J 
to  I  p*r  cent  ol  individuals  can 
Mum  tiM  flMMl  aystem  for  their 
overweight  and  another  6  p«r  Otnt 
may  blame  the  gland  syttem  lor  a 
part  of  thpir  overweight,  lu-vrrihr- 
less  at  least  nine  of  every  ten  imuit 
blame  It  on  themselves  that  is.  eat- 
ing too  much  or  exerclilng  too 
Uttle. 

In  fact,  Dr  C.  W  Meb  In  his 
book,  "Eat,  Drink,  and  Be  Healthy," 
aays:  "Of  all  the  cases  of  overweight 
Which  I  trMt  80  per  cent  uns  due 
either  to  wrong  efttliiff  or  tefik  of 
txerclso  " 

While  bread  has  been  blamed  for 
musf  casee  ot  overweight.  It  is  ttir 
butter  that  to  eiUen  with  tbebread 
that  Is  as  much,  tf  roI  tnor^ 
blame  for  the  overwolKht.  When 
the  individual  can  cat  at  his  leisure 
in  hotel  or  restaurant  the  first 
course  is  usually  soup,  some  tempt- 
iDff  bread  or  nilli.  and  a  platter  of 
butter— three  wtlf  ht-prodiidng 
foods. 

Very  often  an  overweight  Indivi- 
dual will  blame  heredity  for  his  or 
her  condition— ooe  or  both  of  the 
parents  were  heavy.  It  is  possible, 
of  course,  that  the  individual  has 
Inherited  a  gland  condition  which 
causes  overweight,  but  more  often 
be  has  inherited  the  parents'  char- 
acteristice  love  of  starchy  or  fatty 
foods,  dUllke  for  exereiae,  a  dieer- 
ful.  easygolne;  disposition. 

If.  then,  there  Is  every  reason  to 
belK'vc  that  the  overweight  Is  due 
to  eating  too  much  of  the  wrong 
ktad  of  food,  the  individual  should 
limply  make  up  his  mind  to  f(dlow 
a  diet  that  wlU  definitely  reduce 
hLs  weight  In  a  safe  manner  over  a 
period  of  six  to  elgiiteen  months. 

Various  methods  or  diets  have 
been  recommended  during  the  past 
few  years  such  as  lamb  chops, 
spinach,  and  celery;  green  vege- 
tables only  including  green  peas  to 
supply  protein  instead  of  u.slng  any 
meat;  the  potato  diet:  raw  tomato 
and  liard-bollcd  'gg  diet;  the 
eighteen-day  diet— lamb  chops,  cel- 
ery, olives,  milk. 

None  of  these  diets  are  really  safe 
from  a  health  standpoint  and 
should  there  be  any  organic  cf)ndl- 
tlon  present  might  cause  collapse. 

There  Isn't  any  reason  why  a  re- 
ducing diet  should  constat  ot  dis- 
tasteful or  dHagweable  fooda  AU^

In  worlclng  out  a  diet,  then,  the 
overweight  must  keep  the  above 
points  in  mind,  namely  (a)  use 
regular  amount  of  meat,  ^gs  and 
fWi;  (b)  sman  amount  of  sugar, 
potatc  -,  bread,  butter,  cream,  fat 
meat;  (c)  enough  leafy  vegetables 
and  fruit  to  fill  the  .stomach  and 
supply  the  necessary  minerals  and 
vitamins:  (d)  liquids  are  necessary, 
but  must  also  be  cut  down,  usually 
by  at  baat  half  the  usual  (luantities

There  has  been  some  criticism  of 
the  medical  profession  by  some 
writers  who  say  that  the  doctora  are 

sajrlng  so  much  about  cancer  now 
that  they  are  frightening  a  great 
many  jjeople  who  feel  that  if  they 
have  any  little  lump  or  sore  it  must 
be  cancer. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  pro- 
fession has  been  warning  the  pub- 
lic that  a  .sore  that  doesn't  heal,  or 
a  persistent  lump,  should  be  inves- 
tigated, but  surely  in  any  middle- 
aged  individual  it  seems  only  com- 
raonsen.<;e  to  undergo  an  examina- 
t\<  ■ 

if  I  tie  sore  or  lump  is  not  a  cancer 
then  there  Is  nr  harm  done,  and 
the  relief  from  thia  knowledge  is 
easily  worth  the  time  or  expense 
necessary  to  obtain  thla  Infbnna- 

tlon. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  lump 
or  sore  is  cancer  and  is  foimd  early, 
the  life  of  the  patient  la  moat  likely 
to  be  aaved;  delay  means  death. 

Dr.  J.  J.  M.  Shaw.  Edinburgh,  re- 
ports that  in  1898  the  deaths  there 
were  265,  and  in  1933  the  number 
was  765,  nearly  three  times  M 
many.  In  Edinburgh,  therefore,  a 
cancer  control  orgMiiaatlon  has 
been  formed  whose  chief  aim  Is  to 
prevent  delay  In  reporting  cancer, 
as  valuable  time  \r,  often  last  from 
the  time  the  patient  first  noticed 
something  wrong  with  himself  to 
the  time  when  his  first  visit  was 
made  to  the  doctor. 

The  organization  propo.vs,  there- 
fore, to  send  all  possible  knowledge 
of  cancer  and  the  time  when  the 
doctor  should  be  consulted;  this  to 
be  done  through  mnrses.  welfare 
workers,  health  visitors,  and  meet- 
ings of  those  Who  desire  Informa- 
tion. 

.lust  whv  many  people  think  there 
is  something  to  be  ashamed  of  in 
cancer  is  hard  to  understand:  there 
is  no  "stigma"  about  cancer  and  no 
suggestion  of  family  Inferiority— a 
thing  which  has  kept  many  people 
from  seeking  advice. 

The  point  then  is  that  the  fear 
of  cancer  is  only  natural,  but  there 
would  be  less  fear  if  it  wen  gen- 
erally known  that  praetleaUy  all 
cases  can  be  cured.  Tlierefore,  the 
more  knowledge  about  cancer  the 
le.sr,  fear  there  would  be  of  It.

The  tourist  trafflr  to 
British  Columbia  Is  rated  as  a  high- 
ly Important  and  profitable  In- 
dustry. Fishing  In  British  Colum- 
>bla  U  known  all  over  the  XTnlted 
States  and  Canada.  All  participate 
in  some  form  or  another  In  the  re 
turns  from  the  tourist  traflle,  and  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  a  good  number 
of  tourists  come  to  the  province  for 
Its  fishing  alone. 

It  has  been  known  for  some  time 
that  the  watert  are  beeomlng  de- 
pleted, and  this  Is  especially  true  of 
the  .southern  part  of  the  province 
and  Vancouver  Island.  The  Do- 
minion fisheries  are  unable  to  cope 
with  the  demands,  which  are  in- 
crca-sinR  yrar  by  year,  and  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  the  Provincial 
Oovemment  to  give  consideration 
to  the  problem  and  make  some  ap- 
propriation to  "take  up  the  slack." 
In  Ontario  both  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial OovernmenLs  co-operate  In 
the  propagation  of  game  fish,  and 
thla  work  has  been  carried  on  for  a 
BOBber  of  years  and  has  been  of 
the  greatest  "  province. 

RETAIN  Lll  L.NCES 

The  answer  to  the  problem  of  pro- 
trrtion  i.s  iho  retention  of  the 
"dollar  angler's  licence."  This 
lloenoe  removea  the  cost  finm  the 
Oovenmient  and  the  taxpayer  and 
provides  a  sufBclently  large  sum  to 
tnkn  cm  (if  the  work  in  hand.  It 
also  assumes  sane  flabing.  Without 
the  dollar  lloenoe  it  is  a  matter  of 
Oovemment  or  sportsmen  carrying 
the  entire  burden  of  propagation 
and  conservation,  a  ta.slc  that  might 
well  become  too  great.  The  reten- 
tion of  the  Ueanee.  avtlMrtties 
claim,  U  the  only  lafefnard  afalnst 
depletion.

R.  Croftoo  atated  It  waa  aaqr  anongh  to 

climb  Mount  Bnire  and  .see  for  mj-self, 
and  in  his  own  modest  way  described  what 
could  be  seen  from  there.  Shipping  could  ta 
cOaarly  dlaeamad  antaring  and  leaving  tha 
Praser  RIvrr  mouth  on  any  average  day; 
while  under  the  most  favorable  clrcumstanoaa 
on  extra  clear  days,  and  eq)eciaUy  on  Mon- 
dayi,  Z  gatfaarad  from  what  he  said,  one  oould 
see  the  wa.«;hing  hanging  out  on  Vancouver 
City's  clothes  lines.  To  be  frank,  I  have  no 
daatoa  to  aaa  tha  picture.  Ttm  fleMi  might 
be  willing  enough,  but  the  spirit  Is  altogathar 
loath  to  mar  one  memory  of  comparatttrty 
long  and  nio.si  pleasant  standing. 

This  same  Frank  Crofton,  by  tha  way,  has 
aoma  vary  paatty  theories  about  thlnga  per- 

talning  to  Saltsprlng  T.sland.  One  in  par- 
ticular has  to  do  with  the  naming  of  Vesuvius 
Bay.  Whlla  admitting  tha  ganwaUy  aeoapted 
story  sUtes  tt  was  caOad  after  BUM. 
Vewivliis.  he  Is  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
hydrographers  engaged  in  early  years  nuiking 
flharto  of  tha  eoaat  wart  not  thinking  af  that 
particular  ship  when  they  gava  It  tha  nama 
It  has  long  be^n  known  by. 

During  his  sojourn  on  the  Lsland  Mr. 
Crofton,  having  occasion  to  visit  Vesuvius 
Bay  «•  aavaral  occasions  whan  tha  aun  was 
altpplng  down  out  of  sight  directly  behind 
Mount  Prevost,  across  the  narrow  waterway, 
on  Vancouver  Island,  the  scene  presented  was 
antlraly  auggaatlva  of  pletvaa  ha  had  aaen  of 

Mount  Ve<;uviii.<!.  and  WhUe  thara  was  nothing 
possibly  that  suggaatad  tha  Bay  of  NM>les— 
thata  oooldnH  ta  to  my  eathnatlon— he  te- 
Uevaa  that  the  atmoaphere  at  a  certain  hour 
the  outline  of  Mount  Prevost,  «h.nded  to  a 
dark  blue,  and  the  setting  sun  shooting  its 
flamtag  raya  from  tha  fir  alda  of  tha  moon- 
tain's  crest,  made  a  combination  responsible 
for  the  llliwlon.  which  the  surveyors  appre- 
ciated. Hence  the  name.  Unfortunately  for 
tta  thaary,  Mr.  Crofton  told  an  whara  to  find 
CapUln  r.  H.  Walter.  R.N  .  retired,  and  whlB 
enjoying  an  IXMpitable  cigarette  In  his  com- 
pany, I  heard  about  tha  naadng  af  various 


aurvoy  woflc  on  thia  eoaat  tafoio  tha  Canadian 

Government  took  over  the  work.  He  served 
two  commissions,  of  three  years  each,  aboard 
her,  aa  wan  aa  putting  hi  eoMldarabIa  thna 

during  the  late  eighties  and  early  nineties 
aboard  iLM.  ships  on  this  station.  Named 
Admiral  Xdand  by  tha  hydiogmpham  mt- 

veylng  tha  area,  Saltsprlng  Lsland.  the  name 
given  to  it  prior  to  the  survey  by  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  on  account  Of  Ita  brine  aprtnga, 
commemorates  in  its  place  names  old  luival 
vessels  and  men  who  served  aboard  them  on 
this  sUUon  in  the  early  days.  Oanges.  Ful- 
ford. Burgoyne,  BatelUte,  Trtnc(Mnall,  and.  of 
course.  Vesuvius,  are  woU  known  namaa  In 
coast  naval  annals. 

"With  all  this  naval  background,  however, 
the  only  tangible  mcnnento  at  the  naval  serv- 
ice is  the  back  of  a  seat  from  the  Captain's 
boat  of  H.M.S.  Ganges,  which  has  been  set  in 
a  atona  bench  at  its  name  place,  Ganges 
Harbor.  Captain  Walter  stated  the  Admir- 
alty had  offered  them  the  figurehead  of  the 
oM  ahlp.  tat  tha  aapanaa  of  tmuportlng  It 

was  beyond  their  available  BMana  at  tta  mo- 
ment Uic  offer  wa.s  trndered. 

As  a  resident,  Captain  Walter  is  a  com- 
parative raaant  arrival.  Z  thtak  ta  Mid  ta 
returned  to  the  Br1tL«ih  Coltimbia  coast  .some 
six  years  ago,  to  "gratify  a  desire  of  many 
yean  duration  for  a  home  on  Sahaprtag." 
while  M:  Cvi'V.rtn.  although  he  cnn  Justly 
claim  to  be  a  pioneer  of  the  island,  having 
Uvad  thara  for  thh^-flve  years,  la  stltt  more 
or  less  of  a  stranger  to  the  life  of  the  real  old 
days.  Considering  that  it  was  only  proper 
that  I  should  meet  a  genuine  oid-ttma  Mldaat 
of  the  island,  he  motored  me  out  to  Bait- 
spring  Settlement,  where  I  made  the  aequalnt- 
ance  of  one  whom  Gilbert  Mouat.  of  Ganges, 
later  on  to  the  day,  listed  verbally  as  "aaa  Of 
Old  raatoanta.** 


Wa  loafed  under  a  wide-«praadlng  oak  tree, 

and  as  it  was  a  perfect  Summer  day,  with 
patience.  Mr.  Stark  came  along  over  a  trail 
to  tta  ahada  of  the  treea  boodvlng  tta  flalda. 
and  he  was  in  the  act  of  plucking  some  ripe 
plums  from  a  beautifully  laden  limb  stretch- 
ing aarom  a  high  piekot  fenea  surrounding  hia 
orchnrd  when  Mr,  Orofton  .mid,  "There  he  is 
now. "  We  went  through  a  gate  to  meet  him 
as  pulled  down  the  branch  again  to  strip  an- 
other handful  of  the  warm,  blue  fruit,  cordi- 
ally greeting  my  companion  as  he  did  so.  Al- 
though he  welcomed  me  warmly  enough  en 
Mr.  CroftiDn'.s  Introduction,  Mr  Startt  ap- 
peared reluctant  at  first  to  talk  about  Salt- 
spring',  when  the  former  mentioned  the  ob- 
ject of  our  visit.  Thla  was  only  temporary, 
however,  and  he  was  soon  Inviting  lu  to  a 
shady  spot  under  the  slanting  shake-covered 
roof  of  an  open  lean-to  agalnat  ana  of  hIa 
barns. 

Unable  to  undn.sland  why  people  should  be

Buildings  Aged

■P  Btark  landed  on  3Blt.*prinK  T.sland 
wlien  he  was  two  years  of  age.  Just 
na  yaara  ago,  with  hia  moltar. 
RIb  father  had  selerted  the  place  previously, 
aftar  impacting  a  auniber  of  apots  around 
Pngat  flmmd  and  on  Yanaouvar  Zaiand,  and 
had  found  nothing  so  sultciile  for  his  requlre- 
manto— tta  raising  of  stock,  and  with  a  part- 
ner waa  then  raady  to  atart.  Ttay  had  a  num- 
ber of  cattle,  which  were  landed  on  the  ahore 
near  Vesuvius  Bay  with  other  supplies.

On  the  day  they  landed  on  the 
tea  to  Ittl.  Mr.  BtoffO  IMtar  and  Ma

His  mother  had  often  recalled  the  story  of  tta 
mma  hia  tottar  and  tta  todian

mnde  tta  natives  appreciated.  So  when  a 
Mg  canoe  approached  the  spot  and  the  In- 
dian wonum  diaappearad  to  tta  traaa,  ttamas 
left  behind  had  to  make  a  brave  show.  Tta 
pile  of  goods  on  the  shore  had  attracted  tta 
to  ta  Urom  tta  ifoitli 
on  the  way  to  Victoria  to  dlqwi*  of  a  load 
of  furs.  Tta  canoe  was  a  larga  ona,  with  ahi* 
tecQ  Zndlans  in  all  aboard. 

Indians  Landed 

THEY  all  landed,  and  one,  presumably  the 
head  man,  after  sizing  up  the  supplies, 
walked  up  to  the  guardian,  great  knlfa  tahand 
and  he  held  it  against  hLs  throat,  growling 
out  some  threat  at  the  same  time.  It  is  not 
raaardad  how  tta  protaetor  of  tta  provialana 
felt  at  the  moment;  but  MTa.  Stark  remembers 
ttat  he  displayed  no  fear,  which  undoubtedly 
aavod  tta  Bvaa  of  Oia  party,  tta  XndiaBa 

bo.irding  the  ranoe  and  .starting  on  their  way 
again  without  molesting  anything,  whereupon 
tta  woman  amargad  fnm  tar  hldtog-plaea. 
and  on  the  return  of  her  man  they  left  the 
little  party  to  warn  tta  Kuper  Island  Indiana 
of  the  presenea  of  tta  nerthani  eanoa. 

Hw  canoa  with  tta  northarh  Zndlana  waa 

one  of  a  number  headed  for  Victoria,  and 
evidently  the  local  Indians  knew  more  or 
lem  about  thair  movements,  for  it  la  auiuilaad 
the  northerners  became  alarmed  after  pro- 
ceeding along  Sansum  Narrows  some  distance 
and  turned  back  to  tnvl  tta  routo  around 
the  north  and  through  Houston  Passage  and 
along  Trincomall  Channel.  Whether  ttay 
entered  Ganges  Harbor  to  hide  or  to  rest  will 
Uaver  be  kn6wm;  but  they  had  apparently 
reached  the  small  islands  at  the  head  of  the 
tey,  where  Mouat  Brothers  are  now  doing 
buslncas,  and  liad  got  nicely  ashore  when  a 
fleft  of  canoes,  which  had  evidently  been  hid- 
ing Ip  a  little  bay  a  mile  or  two  down  tta 
aouth  shore  of  tta  tarbor,  iaaoad  forth  and 

were  half  way  across  to  the  selected  eamplng- 
piaoe  before  they  were  seen.  You  can  imagtna 
tta  anHamaot  at  tbat  monaot.  Tta  adhli- 

erners,  rennwnefi  flgMtf  rs,  wou'd  not  run  away. 
Instinctively  they  would  know  their  best 
dianoa  would  ta  ta  ttair  oaiiaaa^  aoaa  ttay 
realized  tliey  ware  trappad. 

It  was  a  trap,  as  they  dlsoovarad  when  ttay 
paddUed  out  to  meet  ttaNHotlUa  of  canoea 
which  had  baan  lytag  ta  wait  tar  ttam,  for 
the  latter  were  soon  joined  by  another  large 
fleet  which  came  around  Cape  Scott  from 
XivarlMBnd.  Ona  or  two  aaeapad  fMm  tta 

naval  flKll^  n  "s  'indT.stood.  managed  to  rroM 
AaM^rlng  and  get  over  on  tta  Mainland, 
wtara  ttay  wore  tatar  eanght  and  daatrayad. 
It  was  a  bonny  fight  while  it  lasted,  though, 
for  It  was  wUnaased  by  a  aeitte,  tta  father  of 
w.  Norton,  wto  la  amptoyad  at  Ita  Maoat 
store  at  Ganges  He  saw  the  battle  '  u-^d 
and  won  from  the  hill  beyond  tta 
loeatkm  o(  Harbor  Honaa.  rrom  Ita 
aotar  wblah  that  early  Bidtaa  naval 
mmt  was  waged  9^Jgtm  a  pleastng  aya- 
prospeet  with  po  mffimm  «f  strife  to  AtmtL 
aw  of  ttM  aaoaaa,  OMB  tftftfly.

Kensington 

KENBXNOIOIf  Is  one  of  the  twenty-nine 
boroughs  which  make  up  the  County  ol 
London,  and  Is  now  a  populous  residen- 
lau  awirwX,  out  irons  eany 
to  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  centiuy  it 
a  small  country  village,  which  was  known  as 
Kenesitune;  a  name  believed  to  have  been  de- 
stved  from  the  Keastog  family,  who' owned 
bnd  in  the  district  over  a  thousand  yean  aga 
Its  era  of  liii>toncal  unportance  commenced 
With  the  sfwieaslnn  of  William  and  Mary  in 
1B89.  The  King  refused  to  reside  in  Whitehall 
Palace,  where  the  mists  from  the  River 
Thamee  eggvavated  the  attaeka  of  asthma 
from  which  he  was  a  chronlO  aufforer.  and  he 
decided  to  make  his  home  at  Bampton  Court. 
This  was  fduad  to  be  far  diataat  mm  London 
tor  state  purposes,  and  the  awaarch  purchased 
the  country  house  of  the  Bail  of  Nottingham 
V  Kensington.  The  King  and  Queen  at  oaee 
took  poeaeaaion  of  their  new  home,  and  during 
the  progress  of  extensive  alterattons  and  addi- 
tions, which  were  being  made  to  the  mansloB 
by  Ohrlatopher  Wren,  the  royal  couple  had 
a  narrow  escape  from  being  burned  to  death 
in  a  Ore  which  destroyed  much  of  the  older 
bttUdtog. 

Both  William  and  Mary  died  within  the 
walls  of  KenslngUm  Palaee,  to  which  further 
oddftions  were  made  by  Wren  f fr  Queen  Anne, 
In  whose  reign  it  was  the  centre  <rf  the  plots 
which  brought  about  the  downfall  of  the  Duke 
of  Marlborough  and  his  Imperious  Ducheaa. 
Anne  and  her  husband,  Pttoce  George  of  Den- 
raark.  and  also  several  of  their  eighteen  chil> 
Ufon,  died  at  Kensington. 

The  patooe  waa  not  much  used  by  Oeorge  I. 
out  It  was  the  favorite  home  of  Oeorge  II, 
yfbof  wife.  Queen  Caroline,  was  responsible 
;or  the  taytag  out  of  the  beautiful  Kensington 
Gardens  and  the  ronstrurtlon  of  the  Serpen- 
Une  Lake  in  Hyde  Park.  With  the  death  of 
the  second  Oeorge  the  palaoe  eeaaed  to  be  the 
resklenoe  of  the  .sovereign,  and  it  has  ever  slnoe 
been  occupied  by  minor  members  of  the  royal 
fomUy  and  ariatooratio  penekmem  of  the 
Crown.  The  earliest  of  such  occupants  were 
two  of  the  younger  sons  of  Oeorge  III,  the 
Dukes  of  Sussex  and  of  Kent,  and  tt  was  Che 
birth  of  the  totter'a  daughter  there  that  has 
toveeled  the  pataae  with  Ito  greataat  totereat. 

Birthplace  of  Queen 

PRIBOBIB  Vbstorto  waa  bom  at  KeasUigton 
on  May  24.  1819,  and  there  she  pa-wd  her 
early  life  In  peaceful  and  uneventful  seclusion 
until  she  was  aroused  from  her  sleep  to  the 
enrly  hours  of  June  20.  1837.  by  the  arrival  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Lord 
Chamberlain,  who  had  ridden  through  the 
night  from  Windsor  with  the  n("^■s  that  her 
uncle,  William  IV,  had  died,  and  that  she  was 
queen,  in  Itot,  towards  the  close  of  her  long 
and  glortona  Wlgn.  Queen  victoria  ordered  that 
the  state  apartmenU  of  the  palace  and  cer- 
tain rooms  associated  with  her  ohlldhond 
should  be  thrown  open  to  the  public. 

The  room  which  was  first  Victoria's  nursery, 
and  afterwards  her  study,  possesses  a  double 
mtereat,  for  It  was  to  this  chamber  that  our 
pre-wnt  Qn^en  Mary,  wa.s  bom  during  the  resi- 
dence of  her  parenU,  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  1^  to  the  patoee.  tbe  prtodpal  etoto 
roea^  kaown  as  the  Cu^.  or  cupola.  Chamber 
from  Ite  square  shape  and  domed  ceiling,  was 
ths  scene  of  Vtetorto's  baptism,  aad  to  the 
King's  Oallery.  the  favorite  room  of  William 
HI.  is  a  large  dial  with  a  moveable  hand, 
which  is  connected  With  a  weather  vane  oa 
the  roof.  This  contrivance  was  installed  by 
the  King  so  that  he  might  be  able  to  ascer- 
tsln  in  which  direction  the  wtod  was  btowtog 
bofOCe  foaturiag  out-of-doors,  and  Peter  the 
Oteat,  Emperor  of  Russia,  declared  that  it 
waa  the  most  interesting  thing  be  had  seen 


waa  the  seeort  of  the  Whig  leaders  and  literary 

celebrities  of  the  day.  William  Penn,  the 
founder  of  Pennsylvania,  resided  there  for  a 
toae.  aad,  being  at  the  time  to  high  favor  with 
the  King,  was  uterally  boriagad  bp  aa  aimy 

of  petitioners. 

Oore  House,  which  has  long  since  dlsap- 
peered.  waa  oaee  the  benM  of  Willtaa  Wllber- 

force.  and  the  meeUng  plaoe  of  the  leaders  of 
the  movement  which  led  to  the  abolition  of 
alavery  tbfoughout  the  British  Dominions.  It 
afterwards  became  the  home  of  the  gorgeous 
Ommteae  of  Blesstogton,  and  was  tiien  the 
leaort  of  saoh  famous  men  as  iiiackeray, 
Dickens,  Twndaaar.  Dlvaell  aad  the 

Louis  Napoleon. 

Among  the  most  prominent  of  the  many 
illustrious  mea  who  have  Uved  to  Kensington 
are  Joseph  Chamberlain,  the  statesman; 
George  Borrow,  the  traveler  and  writer;  Lord 
Mamulay,  the  essayist,  and  Thackeray,  who 
lived  to  aaveral  different  houses  to  the  i'ttrtot 
and  who  died  to  a  mansion  which  he  had  built 
for  himself  on  Palace  Oreen^  (Copyrighted.)

He  emphaiized  again  that  the  Purles,  spe- 
ciflcally  ahned  at  the  defence  of  England 
i^ainat  bombers,  were  built  for  climb  and 
vood,  not  for  tfittd  alqn*.

And  so 
thca*  run**  yott  aaw  w*r*  th*  ltai**t  flghttag 
jilanes  there  are. 

Their  speed,  in  terms  of  speeds  ttiat  have 
been  attained  by  special  madilnes  of  non- 
combat  tjrpe,  ia  really  only  relative.

The  plantings  of  Viking  were 
very  thrifty  but  aona  were  Inf  eetad  wKh 
moaalc  I>r.  Harris  advocated  the  destruction 
of  not  only  the  young  plants  with  mottled 
foUage  but  the  plants  adjoining  thatd  as  wall. 

Tha  "running  out"  of  raspberries  in  certain 
areas  of  the  Mission  Hatzlc  District  was  diag- 
nosed as  a  soil  problem,  and  can  apparently 
aaly  ba  raaMdlad  by  the  ploughing  under  of 
cover  crops  and  the  use  of  organic  manures  to 
supplement  artuicial  fertilisers.  Kvldenca  waa 
Moarad  thai  raapbantai  ara  auseepUble  to 
sudden  changes  In  the  moisture  content 
arouxul  their  roots.  Due  to  the  long  period  of 
wat  weather  thai  wa  had  taal  Winter  aaay 

plantations  exhibited  symptom*  of  root  injury. 
Apparently  the  root  systems  had  been  de- 
•iNvad  bf  fleedtaif. 

Ob  the  experlmenUl  plot  established  in  the 
Misalon-HaUlc  District  by  Mr.  Woods,  ot  tha 
ExperlmenUl  Farm.  Agaasis,  no  evidence  waa 
Obtalnad  that  aplleatlona  dtftroflamiarciai  ferti- 
lizers containing  elthar  Wkrogen,  potash  or 
phosphorlf  acid  in  aataU  or  large  amounts 
alaaa  wm  remedy  tha  aoU  defect  characteristic 
of  the  raspberry  areas  of  this  district.  It 
seems  probable  that  the  solution  of  the  soil 
ptaMaaa  of  tha  dtetflel  Haa  la  hoOdhig  up  tha 
Hoiis  With  organic  maMar  aa  a  aapptaMO*  to 
inorganic  fertilisers.

Agassiz  District 

ON  the  Agas.slz  Experimental  Farm,  Mr. 
Woods,  in  diarge  of  the  strawberry  and 
laapliaiiy  aaparhaaatik  showed  us  his  pot 
experiments  which  proved  that  healthy  plants 
planted  ^  the  soil  from  the  Misslon-Hatsic 
ataa  dM  net  thrite.  Thia  experiment^la  aug- 
gestlve  evldenre  that  failure  of  certain  rasp- 
berry plantations  in  the  Fraser  Vallay  la  not 
daa^to  dlaaaaa  but  rather  to  a  aoU  daflelaney. 

Both  the  Cuthbert  and  Moyd  OfNirge  at 
Agassis  were  free  from  mosaic  and  other 
■erloua  dlaaaaaa.  TOa  atrtdat  faatara  of  tha 
work  at  Aga.s,slz  Is  on  .soil  management.  A 
successful  attempt  has  been  made  to  ripen  up 
the  Cuthbert  eaaaa  to  prevent  Wlatar  lajury 
by  ploughing  under  cover  rroi).<;  This  experi- 
ment U  of  great  Importance  to  raspberry 
growers  in  Brittah  Columbia,  for  Whiter  kUhaf 
haa  always  resulted  in  serious  losses  to  the 
raspberry  growers  owing  to  the  tendency  of 
ute  growth  in  tha  Cuthbe^  varlaty. 

Both  on  Vancouver  UBaad  aad  1^  tha  Tnatr 

Valley,  small  plantations  of  the  raspberry 
variety  known  as  Pyne's  Royal  were  inspected. 
The  marked  downward  cuilhiff  of  tha  teavaa 
af  thia  variety  is  often  mistaken  for  leaf  curl. 
Bowavar,  this  leaf  curling  Is  a  characteriatic  of 
1^  variety.  In  general  this  newly  introdoead 
variety  does  not  appear  to  be  promising  under 
British  Columbia  oMidltions.  According  to 
Dr.  Harris  this  variety  only  flourishes  in 
Oraat  Britain  to  limited  araaa  and  therefore 
Witt  not  likely  be  suitable  for  general  plant- 
li^hari.

TN  tha  Balltolfham'Dlstrtel  ot  WadilnctOT 
state  our  attention  wa.s  drawn  by  Dr. 

The 
leaf  rust  of  raapbarrlaa  ta  to  Maalf  boI  a 

serious  dLsea.se,  but  after  a  .severe  ru.st  attack 
oonalderable  injury  by  the  cane  blight  organism 
often  appaara  tha  toOewto*  yaar.  Iha  eeatrid 
recommended  for  leaf  rast  is  to  rut  out  the 
fruiting  eanea  as  soon  as  the  fruit  is  harvested. 
These  canaa  should  be  carrlad  aoaM  diataaea 
away  and  burned.  The  fallen  leaves  should 
also  be  destroyed.  Thia  ia  conveniently  done 
by  ploughing  the  soil  between  the  nwa  as 
aaalr  aa  possible  in  the  FaU.  The  earth  Is 
thrown  over  the  base  of  the  canes  and  the 
leavea  bearing  the  disease  spores,  if  buried.  wlU 
lit  dartag  tha  tote  MO  aad  aailF  flprlBC. 

As  In  the  MLsslon  Hatzlc  area  there  waa 
considerable  evidence  to  Washington  that  tha 
raspberry  aoOa  were  begtnnhig  to  ruB  dawa, 
and  the  expert  growrr.s  were  of  the  oplnloB 
that  organic  matter  supplemented  by  inor^ 
ganlc  fartmaan  wm  Maiutlal  to  tha  aMtotoa-

While  OT  tha  aubjeot  of  woodUad  planta.  tt 
is  a  wonder  to  the  writer  that  garden  lovers 
who  are  owners  of  a  plaoe  of  cool  woodland 
do  not  go  to  for  naturaUilng  oar  own  native 
woodlanders.

A  Strong  Grower 

IT  Ls  surprising  to  see  Clelone  Barbata  grow 
la  the  shads  that  it  does,  nils  is  a  taU- 
gaewlag  pOTtaeaBon,  whkh  aenaa  to  ravel 
Just  on  the  «<dge  of  the  woods.  As  one  reaches 
the  end  of.,  the  aMto  timber  belt,  almost  the 
ftial  flewan  to  great  aae  la  ear  LUfem 
Columblalum. 

This  Illy  does  not  do  anything  like  as  well 
to  lU  natural  haunts  as  it  does  to  our  own 
gardens  when  It  gets  a  place  that  suits  It; 
whereas  in  nature  it  may  have  only  perhM>a  a 
stogie  flower  sometimes  a  eluatar  of  four  or 
five,  tha  writer  has  sen  OTa  a^  eanrylng 
twenty-three  blooms  In  a  garden  on  Sylvan 
Lane.

AQ  the  Polemoniums  found  here  are  good 
aad  aU  bhie  flowered  with  the  eaeeptlOT  of  the 
taller  Polemonlum  Camrum  which  has  salmon 
colored  flowers.

Three  pentstemons  predominate  to  this  par- 
mountain,  PaMataaioaa  Procerus,  or 
sometimes  known  as  Pentstemons  '^olmil.  is 
an  excellent  plant,  especially  if  collected  from 
tha  hIiheBl  graoad.

"We  2u-e  prepared  to  believe  that 
our  censor  Is  not  awake  to  the  sur 
prising  Inconsistencies  he  hae  dls 
played  in  dealing  with  American 
and  British  films.  Hollywood  has 
scored  over  censors  and  often  over 
andleneee  by  Itt  aUek  double  en- 
tendre and  machine  gun  Inoendo. 
The  meaning  dawns  after  the  show. 

"With  full  allowance,  however, 
for  the  Indulgent  attitude  of  the 
Brttlih  censor  towards  American 

fllm.s.  It  Is  still  the  fact  that  films 
generally  are  subjected  to  much 
more  vigilant  forms  oC  censorship 
than  are  stage  plays,  or  avvOle  and 
newspaper  articles. 

"The  film  Is  commonly  branded

"But  let  us  imagine  what  would 
have  been  the  outcry  If  then  had 
happened  to  appear  reoently  a  nim 
titled  "The  Trunk  ICjntery."  In 
which  It  had  been  clearly  suggested 
~as  it  was  in  the  newspaper  article 
—that  but  for  moat  aoddental  tai- 
tcrferenees  the  murderw  would 
have  escaped  detection  > 

'.'The  cinema  as  an  institution  Is 
llattarad  by  the  spedal  atUnUon 
It  ejtettee  among  thoee  of  censorial 
tendencies. 

"Its  suggestive  power  as  the  most 
popular  visional  and  aural 
Mabttan  hi  the  world  ol  entertaln- 
mmt  Is  aeknowledged,  but  the  in- 
dustry, while  recognising  Its  obliga- 
tions towards  public  decency,  ought 
to  be  wary  of  all  forms  of  censor- 
ship which  borrow  Impetus  from 
propaganda  and  take  no  account  of 
con.^tant  changes  !■  |tot  gMtral 
public  outlook.

LONDON —"From  the  Bards  to 
Beethoven  '  Is  the  title  of  the  tenth 
festival  of  ancient  music  recently 
held  at  Haalemen.  the  home  of  the 
DcHmetsch  family.  For  two  weeks 
Arnold  Dolmetsch  and  his  large 
band  of  workers— which  Include 
sons  and  daughten  and  one  or  two 
grandchildren— have  drawn/  musi- 
cians from  all  over  the  world  to 
hear  the  mublc  of  a  bygone  age, 
played  on  the  Imtruments  for  which 
it  was  orlglnaUy  compoeed  and  on 
the  instroaiabtt  btbitghn  to  the 
period. 

It  Is  forty-five  yeus  since  Arnold 
Dolmetsch  gave  his  first  Concert 
of  Ancient  Music,  and  ten  years 
since  the  Inauguration  of  the  Hasle* 
mere  Festival  of  Chamber  Music. 
And  throughout  the  decades  Arnold 
Dolmetsch  and  his  followers  have 
never  ceased  searching  for  and  dis- 
covering t.he  music  that  existed  In 
the  very  early  and  still  earlier 
times.  Forty-fhre  jrears  ago  the 
oldest  music  presented  at  Mr.  Dol- 
metsch's  concert  was  that  of  the 
^cv  iiteenth  century.  nieii.  tbc 
term  "ancient  music"  denoted  that 
of  the  late  sixteenth  toitnry,  ihe 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth  cen- 
turies. Gradually,  working  back- 
wards in  his  research,  the  Renals« 
sance  Period  was  explored,  divulg- 
ing a  style  attraetln  for  tts  vigor, 
directness  of  exprentOttAnd  appar- 
ent simplicity.  • 

MBDIABVAL  HHIIOD 

Next  the  Mediaeval  Period  wa.s 
explored,  but  Mr.  Dolmetsch  says  it 
waa  not  tmtll  a  visit  to  Morocco  a 
few  yean  a|0  that  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  Musical  Art  of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages  became  apparent  to  him 
It  was  the  musicians  of  that  town 
who  Introduced  him  to  their  tndl> 
tlonal  Andalusian  Mu.slc.  which 
during  the  eleventh  and  twelfth 
centuries  had  influenoMl  the  aUMl- 
oal  taste  <rf  Surope. 

Followed  a  deep  study  of  the 
music  of  the  thirteenth  and  four- 
teenth centuries.  Including  the 
"Worcester  Manu.scrlpts, "  freer  and 
oion  striking  than  that  of  the  six- 
teenth eentury  and  ctfUMtlng  har- 
monies of  a  modern  character. 

"The  greatest  of  all,  my  discov- 
eries," la  how  Arnold  Dolmetsoh  de- 

.scribes  the  result  of  his  discovery 
of  the  Bardic  Harp  Music.  Accord- 
ingly he  proved  that  It  links  our 

art  with  that  of  the  ancient  dvUlza- 
tkme.  It  la  also  aklh  to  the  most 

modern  miustc  and  therefore  com- 
pletes /in  Immense  Cycle  of  Art  and 
renders  possible  the  true  under- 
standing and  appredatkm  of  lu 
various  pheeee.

posed  to  save  the  nrrves  of  the  peo 
pie  of  the  United  Kingdom  It  Is' 
thought  that  taxation  may  .nuccred 
where  all  appeals  have  failed  in  the 
matter  of  uanecea.sary  noise,  and 
tha  nvgaoUon  of  a  tax  was  made 
in  a  letter  from  Lsdla  Bora-Bellsha, 
MinLst^  r  of  Transport,  which  was 
read  at  a  conference  oC  the  Antl- 
Nolse  League  at  Oxford. 

"All  new  heavy  motor  cars  put  on 
the  load  since  January,  1933.  have 
to  bo  fitted  with  pneumatic  tires." 
he  wrete,''and  tha  aoalm  of  tasaUoA 
have  been  so  framed  as  to  give  a 
strong  Incentive  to  people  to  sub- 
stitute pneumatic  tires  on  exlKtliiR 
vehicles.

The  fact  is  that  London  Ls  over- 
populated  with  statuary.  Whether 
any  census  of  theaa  aflBflos  has  ever 
been  Uken  does  not  appear,  but 

within  a  narrow  radltui  of  Charing 
Cross  there  must  be  hundreds.  Just 
as  Wsstmlnster  Abbey  is  cluttered 
up  with  monuments  to  people  now 
recogniaed  aa  madlooritlas,  so  our 
streets  are  obstructed  by  socrea  of 
hundreds  of  statues  to  folk  long  for- 
gotten and  long  ignored,  mixed,  of 
course,  with  those  of  famous  men. 

We  begin  with  Alfred  the  Great 
and  come  down  tbe  centuries, 
through  James  II  wearing  a  Roman 
toga  and  Inurel  wreath  which  pre- 
.sumably  h  '"C"  *ore  In  life,  to 
Victorian  times -that  very  nadir  of 
artistic  taste-when  our  sculptors 
prewnted  us  with  gentlemen  in 
stone  frock  coats,  Stone  top  bats  and 
stone  umbrellas. 

Now  we  have  come  t<i  a  point 
where  we  put  up  such  memorials  to 
men  not  yet  even  dead.  That  has 
iPd  a  noble  lord  to  suggest  that 
there  should  be  a  sort  of  Statute  Ol 
Limitations  for  Statuary  which 
should  enact  that  no  memorial 
should  be  pubUcly  set  up  within  ten 
yeara  of  tba  subjeet's  death. 
TRAFVIO  OBSTRUCTION 
That  brings  us  to  the  question  of 
traffic  obstruction. 

Our  former  sculptors  and  public 
authorities,  partloularty  those  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  possessed  an 
uncanny  prescience  which  enabled 
them  unerringly  to  select  for  their 
nrodUCta  precisely  those  street  sites 
best  calculated  to  hinder  the  street 
traffic  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Before  long  there  must  be  a  gen- 
eral sweeping  away  of  many  of  these 
obstructions.  There  will  be.  of  course.

LONDON  (CP).— Great  Britain 
must  make  sure  that  the  highway 
of  the  air  is  kept  open  and  free  for 
lawful  and  peaoeable  trafBo  and  that 
the  threat  of  Its  use  to  attack  Brit- 
ish homes  and  people  Ls  one  the 
country  has  the  strength  to  meet 
with  every  confidence,  said  Lord 
Londonderry,  Secretary  of  BtaU  fCT 
Air,  in  the  Air  Number  of  The  Lon- 
don Times. 

The  contribution  of  the  British 
Empire  towards  the  mastery  of  tho 
air  has  been  achieved  by  steady  and 
patient  organization,  Lord  London* 
derry  said.  'Starting  from  the  ef» 
forte  of  our  early  flyers,  sustained  at

Some  of  these  young  women  hare 

imprcs-sed  me  as  mo."^t  gracious, 
others  as  actually  discourteous. 
Often  I  wonder  how  such  a  person 
holds  her  position.  She  doubtless 
Is  pidnsticking  with  the  records  and 
all  mechanics  observable  to  her  em- 
ployer; probably  very  deferential  to 
him.  He  may  seldom  see  her  mak- 
ing contacts  with  the  public. 
Nevertheless,  he  has  many  oppor- 
tunities to  hear  about  them  from 
those  she  may  have  annoyed  by  her 
l«ek  of  courtesy,  whm  raddmly  sh. 
may  lose  her  Job. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  young 
woman  who  makes  each  prr.son  en- 
tering her  office  feel  he  is  a  person- 
ality to  be  treated  with  high  re- 
gard, who  takes  great  patos  to  be 
courteous  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances,  even  when  those 
calling  are  rude,  gets  a  deal  of 
pleasure  from  her  Job.

She  4>oke  nwchan- 
ically.  8h.  might  as  well  hat.  bMn 
a  robot.  When  I  called  for  a  sec- 
ond visit  to  that  ho.spltal  a  few 
days  later  this  young  woman  chew  ed 
gum  Tirtually  all  the  while|,  and 
talked  as  she  dwwed.  She  had  a 
proper  right  to  chew  gum,  but  not 
there.  Her  chewing  It  there  almost 
suggested  contempt  for  tbOM  Ihe 
was  supposwl  to  senr*. 

An  emtaent  surgeon  latdy  told 
me  that  even  during  the  depression 
he  had  tried  out  eight  girls  before 
he  found  a  satLsfactory  one  for  his 
ofilce.  "Many  of  them  don't  seem 
to  hSTS  ordinary  manners."  he  saM.

Easily  Canned

At 
the  same  time  have  enough  sealers 
or  small  pop  bottles  being  kept  hot 
in  the  oven.  Pill  these  with  the 
juice,  seal  and  place  in  b<^tog 
water.  Fill  the  bottles  well  up  to 
the  neck  and  keep  the  Juice  hot.

But  whetJier  you  are  .selecting  a 
new  picture,  or  arranging  the  old 
one,  you  will  find  the  following  do^ 
and  don'ts  helpful:  Don't  hang  an

A  picture  should  speak  the  .same 
color  language  as  the  room  it  helps 
to  funu.^Ji  In  fact,  many  decoratoi.

When  the  room  ootors  u%  soft  and 
pastel,  keep  the  pictures  likewise. 
But  if  the  colors  are  strci^,  bM 
ones,  strongv  tones  ars  neoMMry 
to  your  ptotnrs.  to  sustato  interest. 
Black  and  White  etchings,  or  .sepias, 
are  efleotively  used  in  the  usually 
colorful  room. 

Pictures  should  conform  In  .shape 
and  proportion  to  the  wall  .sjKvre.  A 
long  horizonUl  .space  t.ake.s  a  pic- 
ture running  horizontally,  whereas  a 
narxow  or  TMtical  space  requIrM 
one  running  vertically,  up  and  down. 
You  Just  shouldn't  use  a  .squat  horl- 
7Xintal  pirttire  in  that  narrow  ver- 
tical space  you  frequently  find  be- 
twMtt  a  window  and  a  door. 

Pictures  should  not  be  crowded. 
If  a  picture  is  worth  seeing  at  all.  U 
is  worth  all  the  space  you  must  give 
to  it  for  its  full  enjoyment.  Land- 
scapes and  seascapes  have  a  sprsad- 
effect,  and  they  require  more 
sptice  than  mosi  flower  prints  or 
bird  studies,  which  may  wtil  b. 
grouped  together.  And  when  select- 
ing pictures  for  a  group,  be  certain 
tiie  .subject-matter  is  .sufficiently  le- 
lated  to  b.  loasonably  assodaied 


Rarely  does  an  oil  painting  look 
well  hung  in  close  proximity  to  a 
water  color  or  etching.
